only with help. The elements of music are presented to the child in a manner to 
stimulate unusual attention, and time and tune will be learned with little effort.

Is the Printer Looking Ahead? 
HILE book publishers may well look 
forward with anxiety to any possible 
increase made on October Ist, it should 

be understood that the wage discussion is 
going along in well accepted channels, and 
that it is not likely that there will be a dis- 
turbance similar to that of last year. The 
labor unions have been filing their demands, 
and the conference could not go on until that 
was completed. The increases asked run 
from twenty-five per cent for the paper cut- 
ters to forty per cent for the compositors and 
pressmen. So far, there has been nothing 
in the conference between the employing 
printers and the union to indicate that there 
is any desire upon the part of the men to do 
otherwise than to reach an amicable settle- 
ment. 

It is probably true, however, that both 
sides feel that there may be a necessity of 
appealing arbitration, and that would be the 
proper step under existing agreements. The 
latest figures on the cost of living seem to 
indicate that the figure is about twenty-five 
per cent higher than January Ist. At the 
same time, the other figures to be taken into 
consideration, i.e, the “present general con- 
ditions in the industry,” are being found more 
critical than might have been thought from 
the general feeling of activity in the trade. 

Among publishers the feeling is unanimous 
and frank that further increases in cost over 
those that already accumulated during the past 
year would be a most serious menace to 
American book’ publishing. Scores of books 
have been dropped from publishers’ lists dur- 
ing the last year that cannot be reprinted at 
the present rates. Scores of others, accord- 
ing to detailed reports, must be dropped fram 
publishers’ lists if any further increases show 
up. One publisher, for example, found that 
since January he had had to drop.nearly two 
hundred titles that he formerly would have 
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been glad to continue. Editions that have been 
printed represent something like four thou- 
sand hours of press time, practically two 
years’ work for one press. With such figures 
as that from one publisher and with further 
trimming threatened, printing houses may 
well be fearful that there is immediately in 
front of them a decided cutting down of de- 
mand, and the day has already gone by when 
the printer can stay in his own shop and have 
people begging for his presses. 

Old titles are being dropped and new ones 
are being steadily curtailed, so that the com- 
position is likely to decrease and export busi- 
ness is now cut to a fraction of its former 
self by costs as they are to-day. There should 
be some very careful thinking on the part of 
men whose working days are to be connected 
with printing for the next few years before 
they take a step that will so surely spell 
trouble among such steady users of printing 
as the book publishers. 


The Printers Meet at St. Louis 
By 0 last week, the United Typoth- 





etae of America met in their annual 

convention at St. Louis. At this con- 
vention, a most important resolution was 
passed on the subject of the forty-four hour 
week as follows: 

“Whereas, there has been misrepresentation 
and misunderstanding as to the position of the 
United Typothete of America upon the ques- 
tion of granting a forty-four hour week May 
I, 1921; now, therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That the thirty-fourth annual 
convention of the United Typothete of Amer- 
ica in convention assembled restate unequivo- 
cally its disapproval of any reduction in the 
present working hours, and recommends to its 
members that they resist any attempt to en- 
force such a reduction except where such re- 
duction has already been agreed to by con- 
tract.” 

This vote was passed by 19,365 to 6278, a very 
large majority. The question of a forty-four 
hour week was not an issue this fall, but in 
many directions had been discussed as coming 
about on May Ist, 1921. The United Typothete 
has both Closed and Open Shop sections. In 
the Closed Shop section there are a few cities, 
New York included, which have written into 
their agreements that they will adopt the 
forty-four hour week next May. A year ago 
in New York, the Open Shop section voted to 
discountenance the talk of forty-four hours, 
and the Closed Shop section, voting by itself, 
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voted approval. Soon after that, the New 
York contract of the Closed Shop section was 
written embodying the forty-four hour plan 


for 1921, but the need of greater production 
in order to put the country on a sound busi- 


ness basis is bringing people to other minds 
in the country at large. The Chicago Typo- 
thetz, representing the largest amount of 
book manufacturing done outside of New 
York, passed the following resolution on 
August 30th, 1920: 


“Whereas, The country has been suffering 
from the exhaustion of all commodities re- 
sultant upon the great war, with its attendant 
high cost of living, and as the only means of 
getting back to the normal situation is to in- 
crease production, 

“Be it, therefore, resolved that the members 
of the Typothete Division of the Franklin- 
Typothetze of Chicago are opposed to and will 
resist any further reduction of the working 
hours on May 1, 1921, and pledge themselves 
to continue operating their plants on the hours 
at present established.” 





Meeting of Philadelphia Booksellers 


The Philadelphia Booksellers’ League held 
its first meeting on Friday evening, September 
17th, at the Franklin Inn Club, President 
George W. Jacobs presiding. A September 
meeting has not been the usual custom, but 
it was felt that there were so many interesting 
events going on in the book-trade that Phila- 
delphia members ought to keep in touch. 

Eugene L. Herr, President of the American 
Booksellers’ Association, spoke of the de- 
velopments in the trade since increased activity 
was set in motion by the great Philadelphia 
convention in May. Frederic G. Melcher out- 
lined some of the activities that have been 
under way, such as the Children’s Book 
Week, the new National Association of Book 
Publishers, and the interesting developments 
in the way of the Book Caravan and book 
fairs. It seems apparent that 1920 is an entire- 
ly unusual year in the world of book distribu- 
tion. Joseph Anthony, the executive director 
of the National Book Advertising Campaign, 
described the ideas that were back of this 
movement and of the favorable progress which 
had been made. Mr. Anthony urged the full 
support of the retailers as an absolute essen- 
tial to the success of the advertising plans. 


Harcourt Takes Bell Agency 


G. H. Bickers, the managing director of 
George Bell & Sons, Ltd., the well-known 
London publishers, has been visiting New 
York in connection with future plans for the 
sale of this firm’s publications in the United 
States. Messrs. Bell are transferring their 
agency from the Macmillan Co. at the end 
of October to Harcourt, Brace & Howe, who 





will carry in stock all the Bell books which 
are at present carried by the Macmillan Co. 
including the famous Bohn Libraries and, we 
understand, hope to-develop the sale of cer- 
tain other publications not at present listed 
in the Macmillan catalog. Announcements 
regarding these will be made by Harcourt, 
Brace & Howe in due course.

Taking a Plunge Into Newspaper Space 


In a previous article I told of how we 
started our mailing list. Wiuthout for a 
minute yielding the importance of that form 
of advertising, and it will, in my opinion, al- 
ways be the most important factor in the sell- 
ing of books, there are many other forms of 
publicity open to the progressive bookseller 
which he should not overlook. 

One of these is newspaper advertising. 
Some day when we have been in the busi- 
ness long enough to accumulate some data 
on volume of business, etc.; we will figure 
out what percentage we can afford to spend 
for this form of publicity and spend accord- 
ingly. But until then we will be content with 
small space. 

Our problem at the beginning was rather 
simple. We wanted to tell the hundred thou- 
sand or so people in this neighborhood, that 
there was a new book-shop in town. Now 
we had only one thing to offer, that the others 
were not giving, and that was “service.” 
And Lord! How that word had been abused 
by all sorts of merchants and near-merchants. 
So we avoided the use of the word as much 
as possible and adopted a chatty, friendly, 
familiar style and talked service and books, 
and gave specific instances and illustrations 
of what we were doing and trying to do; all 
without using that much abused word ex- 
cept when we couldn’t avoid it. 


There was one particular object we had in 
mind in planning this little advertising cam- 
paign. It was not our desire merely to divert 
book buyers from some other store to ours. 
We felt entitled, of course, to all the trade 
we could win by reasons of better service but 
mainly we wanted to create new book buyers 
and we still consider that our biggest job, 
and in the preparation of copy we try to 
keep this idea to the fore. 

I don’t pretend to be able to say that these 
ads. paid, but this I can say: business in- 
creased. We heard comments about the ads, 
and IT am ready to swear that the Greenwood 
Book Shop is as well and as favorably known 
in Wilmington to-day as is our principal 
competitor who has been in business for fifty 
years, and who had not, up to the time that 
we entered the field here last January, spent 
fifty cents in advertising. 

In advertising, as well as in your mailing 
list efforts, it is necessary to keep “everlast- 
ingly at it.” There have been several breaks 
in the continuity of our advertising, and } 
‘am sure it is bad policy to be spasmodic about 
it. We now run our ads. twice a_ week, 
Wednesdays and Saturdays and believe it is 
better to run a poor ad. than none at all. 

One indication that our newspaper adver- 
tising was noticed was the flock of solicitors 
for athletic carnivals, oyster suppers and vari- 


ous other dubious “advertising” stunts who 
came to see us. 

Of course we fell for a few of these, but 
not any niore, thank you. They always cost 
way out of proportion to their value; yet one 
must be very careful to avoid giving offense, 
When we cannot get out of the thing en- 
tirely, we offer to donate a book, and explain 
that if we take space in one program we can- 
not well refuse to go into others of equal 
merit, and that it is simply impossible to go 
into all of them. 

Up to the present time we have not ac- 
cepted any publishers’ offer to go 50-50 on 
local advertising. And our reason is that the 
mats sent out usually take about 90% of the 
space for the publisher and do not leave ade- 
quate space for the dealer’s part of the ad- 
vertisement. Not that we want a 50-50 divi- 
sion of space, but we do want room enough 
to make our end of it look as if it were really 
a part of the ad. I have before me now 
a four-inch single column mat in which there 
is just one-quarter inch left for the dealer’s 
name and address, which is not enough. 
There ought to be, at least, one-half inch, and 
three quarters, would be better, and not only 
better for the dealer, but because it would 
make for a better balanced advertisement. 

And incidentally, I have this same objec- 
tion to most of the “dealers’ helps” that are 
sent out by publishers. The imprinting is 
usually very carelessly and sloppily done. 
I am told that I am hypercritical about these 
things and judge them from a printer’s stand- 
point. Perhaps so, but I don’t believe that 
you can do good advertising with poor print- 
ing. 

Street car advertising we passed up as be- 
ing too expensive for a new shop. Our store 
at 916 Shipley had no show windows, but we 
did have two shallow show cases 24x36 inches 
in size, and about two inches deep, one on 
either side of the door which we had been 
using for displays of printed matter. 

We used these for bulletins about books, 
and display of jackets and such advertising 
matter as we could get from the publishers 
or jobbers. And of all kinds of publicity 
we have tried this gave us the most con- 
clusive evidence of direct, measureable re- 
turns. 

We show here a few examples of the ads 
as they were run in the beginning of our 
campaign, and a couple of ads. that we have 
on our schedule to run about the end of 
November. We are sending the Christmas 
ads. because it occurs to us that your readers 
might appreciate something that they could 
use more than the samples which have no 
particular timeliness,

ADVERTISING A NEW BOOKSHOP IN AN OLD TOWN 
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How Chicago Feels About Increased 
Printing Costs 


“The Chicago Trade Press Association last 
month appealed to publication printers of the 
city, asking that everything possible be done 
to prevent the increase in wages demanded 
by the unions,” says the Ben Franklin Month- 
ly. “The statement of the association con- 
tained the following paragraph, which throws 
some light on publishing conditions in 
Chicago: 

‘Conditions in the advertising and publish- 
ing business are such that publishers cannot 
pass on to advertisers any further increase 
in publication costs. The general business 
situation indicates a definite slowing up, and 
the volume of advertising has passed its peak 
and is declining. Under the circumstances, we 
feel that the printer, rather than the publish- 
ers, should absorb whatever increases in wages 
you see fit to grant your employees. 

‘Another fact of importance is that the high 
prices of publication printing in Chicago are 
driving publishers to other cities. A num- 
ber have left recently, and others are plan- 
ning to go. We submit that it is to your 
interest: and to the interest of your employees 
to encourage your customers to remain, 
rather than to put the cost of printing at such 
a high figure that they cannot continue to 
operate under it. The course which has been 
followed during the past few years with 
reference to printing costs means the ulti- 
mate elimination of a large number of pub- 
lications, and consequent reduction in busi- 
ness for the employers and unemployment for 
the employees.’ ” 


Children’s Book Week 


The suggestion which has been made to the 
publishers that they should take special pains 
to provide material which can be handed out 
to children when they come to the stores has 
begun to take fruit in many directions. It is 
the belief of those who have studied the effect 
of Children’s Book Week and its business 
building possibilities that special stress should 
be laid on getting children themselves into the 
bookstores. It starts in them the bookstore 
habit, fills them with an interest in book own- 
ership and it also makes the department at- 
tractive to the adults, when they see chil- 
dren in ecstacies over the discovery of new 
things. 

P. F. Volland & Company, who are always 
alert with feature advertising, have got out 
a very attractive little booklet on children’s 
games, based on their list of books, and have 
made full size replicas of the “Raggedy Ann” 
doll, a colorful cut-out for department deco- 
ration. It has been suggested that book-plates 
and book markers carrying attractive pic- 
tures would be welcomed by the retailers to 
pass to each child. 

Another important part of Chiidren’s Book 
Week should be the lectures, which haye proved 
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such a drawing card in the larger stores, 
especially in department stores equipped with 
auditoriums. It is urged that the publishers 
do all that they can to arrange for authors in 
their own localities and it is asked that such 
dates be reported to Mr. A. T. M. Van Ren- 
salaer, care of Henry Holt & Company, 19 
West 44th Street, New York, Chairman of 
Children’s Book Week Committee on Lec- 
tures. Retail’ stores desiring such features 
should communicate with Mr. Van Rensalaer, 
who will do whatever is possible to obtain 
speakers of drawing power. 


Brussels Book Exhibit 


In connection with the World Congress of 
International Associations at the Palais Mon- 
dial, Brussels, September 5th to September 2oth, 
there was an exhibition of books, organized 
with the assistance of the Musée du Livre, 46, 
Rue de la Madeleine, Brussels. The books were 
select rather than numerous and representative 
of the best and most recent and typical works 
published in the different countries.

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THE BOOK FAIR IDEA AS DEVELOPED IN GERMANY 
Publishers’ Exhibits and Model Libraries 


The current discussion in this country on 
the ways and means of increasing the distribu- 
tion of books, gives added interest to a des- 
cription of the plans for the October “Book 
Fair” at Frankfort-on-the-Main. The elabor- 
ate care with which books are displayed in or- 
der that they may have the best possible setting 
offers suggestion from which this country 
might learn. Over here buyers and distant 
visitors examine stock in many scattered dis- 
play rooms where there is little to suggest the 
atmosphere of libraries or reading. 

The Marshall Field Book Fair, which has 
its second opening next month, is a move in 
this direction and has stimulated discussion as 
to whether there should not be still futher de- 
velopment of this idea. 

The announcement which has been received 
from Frankfort is printed below in full detail. 
It will be noticed that the plan provides for 
two types of exhibits one classified by pub- 
lishers and another by the customer’s line of 
interest, arranged as a model library. A model 
bookstore is another interesting feature of 
the fair. 

The text of the announcement reads: 

“Our exhibition ‘Das deutsche Buch’ ap- 
peals to all booklovers. For the first time 
since the war, you can see here the German 
book in a good and ample collection. 

“You will find here general information on 
all lines concerning the book: scientific books 
as well as books of fiction, the graphic arts, 
music and means of instruction, all united 
in this large Sample Exhibition. 

“The visitor will find the books artistically 
arranged in cabins or glass show cases. The 
books are classified by editors or groups of 
editors. Of greatest interest to the general 
public is the Representative Library Exhibi- 
tion. 

“Here is the book, not as merchandise in 
the common sense, not as a decorative orna- 
ment only, but arranged in a way to show 
the appropriate surroundings according with 
the character of the book. Here the book- 
lover finds the book placed in different liter- 
ary rooms and studies it in an harmonic com- 
bination, arranged for meditation and enjoy- 
ment, or for scientific observation. 

“You are introduced to the world of books 
by a fine collection of very valuable books 
of the 16th century, early printed books, 
showing a good number of precious selected 
objects of the times of our ancestors. These 
books are placed in a room furnished in a 
style conforming to that epoch. 

“The ‘Library of general knowledge’ gives 
a perfect tableau of our present world. Here 
are the books of all lines of knowledge: art, 
history, -histary of civilization, philosophy, 
politics, natural sciences etc. In short: this 
library includes all that an active citizen of 
our times wants, if he is interested in sciences 


and if he thinks of fulfilling all demands, 
necessary for a man belonging to a well edu- 
cated society. The “Library of the working 
man” includes all the necessary books for 
people of limited means who want to educate 
themselves. In rather good editions you may 
find here the standard works of the classical 
writers, the philosophers and the scientific dis- 
coverers of all times and of all nations. 

“The social intellect of today is reflected 
in the ‘Library of trade unionism.’ Extensive 
material relating to political economy and to 
social progress is contained in this library. 

“To satisfy the needs of every day, a num- 
ber of different professional libraries have been 
composed. For instance: ‘The library of a 
statesman’ containing the standard works of 
politics, of international traffic, of economic life 
and of administration of justice. The ‘Library 
of a physician’ is a selected collection of medi- 
cal books, books about chemistry and natural 
sciences, books and publications concerning 
his profession particularly. ‘The teacher's 
library’ is composed of books of pedagogics, 
educational sciences, instructions for the peo- 
ple, etc. ‘The library of an engineer’ is a 
rich collection of engineering and technical 
books, with books about architecture, etc. 

“In the ‘Room of the art-amateur’ is pre- 
sented a fine collection of ‘edition de luxe’ 
got up nicely and showing the productions of 
graphic art. This room will satisfy every 
amateur and suit the most refined taste. It 
will be a quiet agreeable corner of enjoy- 
ment to each booklover. 

“In the bright and pleasant surroundings 
of a ladies’ salon, we find narrow elegant 
booklets bound in bright colors or in soft 
leather, made for the hands of a lady of the 
world: the ‘Library of a fashionable lady’ 
and in another cheerful and friendly looking 
room, decorated with friezes on the wall, ‘The 
children’s room’ are waiting books of fairy 
tales, of traveling, of adventures, books with 
merry tales and stories for the eager eyes of 
a child, making his first step towards the king- 
dom of the mind. 

“In the intimate ‘Music salon’ we find the 
German music trade. We would. not like to 
miss it if we are showing German intellectual 
power and German art. In this room we find 
an excellent collection of books on the litera- 
ture of musical science. With the music ex- 
hibition is one of educational appliances, tho 
this really forms a separate show in itself. 
There is an exhibition called ‘The Making of 
the Book!’ Here the observer can look at the 
production and the development of the book 
from its beginning in its different stages to 
the complete achievement of it. 

“Tn the ‘Model Bookshop’ the whole display 
of a modern up-to-date bookshop is shown 
with a rich stock of all kinds of books, simple 
and elegant for all sorts of readers. 
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“Certainly the exhibittion ‘Das deutsche 
Buch’ shows the cream of the very best in the 
way of artistic accomplishment.in the realm of 
books, and everybody will find here something 
of interest, the specialist and the general read- 
er, the specialist as well as the paterfamilias. 
Here the book is shown as a useful and a 
decorative object. The book is proved here a 
set of tools for the working man and the fav- 
orite of the collector, the great helper of all 
working people and their good friend too in 
their ‘time of recreation. This exhibition 
should give to the foreigner a genuine appre- 
ciation of the intellectual production of Ger- 
many today. The book proves the connecting 
link in international life, and a means of in- 
tellectual ideas between nations. 

“All rooms of the representaitve library are 
furnished by representative and well-known 
firms.”

() Book paper totals in government statistics in- 
clude practically everything used for printing pur- 
poses except the newsprint. The periodicals would 
use the larger proportion of this 780,000 tons, and 
circulars, bulletins, catalogs, government reports and 
job printing of every description the balance. Books 
in bound form probably do not use over 5 or 6 per 
cent of this total of book paper. . 

This would mean that the book publishers includ- 
ing publishers of school books, subscription books, 
Bibles, etc., as well as trade books, use about 40,000 
tons yearly, which at an average a pound per book 
would be 80,000,000 books. This 40,000 tons would 
constitute two-thirds of one per cent. of the paper 
consumption in the United States.

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To Bind or Not to Bind 


In the pages of several journals discussion 
has lately been occupied with the question of the 
soaring prices of books, says the British and 
Colonial Printer and Stationer, and in this con- 


“nection the increased cost of bookbinding has 


perhaps received more than its deserts in the 
matter of accountability for the higher rates. 

Philip Gibbs, in taking up the serious ques- 
tion of the unfortunate effect of the cost of 
book production in handicapping the new 
author, suggests the use of paper covers in 
the French and American (sic) style. A simi- 
lar suggestion that has been made, is that new 
novels should, to reduce their cost, be pub- 
lished in periodical parts, as was very success- 
fully done in the case of the works of Dickens 
and Thackeray. Another proposal is that we 
revert to the old “yellow-back” novel so popu- 
lar thirty years ago. Such a reversion, it is 
claimed, would halve the cost of binding, and 
thus reduce the price, while for durability 
“paper boards” are not much below the flimsy 
“cloth” of today. 

For books of any permanent value boards 
of some kind will always be insisted upon by 
the booklover. There is much weight in the 
contention of a correspondent of the Daily 
Chronicle, who writes: “Even with the pres- 
ent heavy cost of binding, a novel which is 
sold now for 7s. 6d. would have to be sold 
for 6s. in paper covers, and, in my opinion, a 
book buyer who is willing to pay 7s. 6d. for a 
novel would rather pay that price for a de- 
cently cloth-bound copy, which would last for 
months or years, rather than a paper-covered 
book, which would only save him Is. 6d., and 
become a dog-eared, disreputable article with- 
in a fortnight.”

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A SLOGAN FOR BOOKSELLERS 
By A. Edward Newton 


[From an article in the October number of 
the Atlantic Monthly.] 

1 am interested in suggesting a campaign of 
advertising for publishers of books. Most peo- 
ple don’t care for books much; they think they 
do, but they don’t; that is to say, they care for 
so many other things more that, when it comes 
to buying them, they have no money left. 

Many people, most people, have forgotten 
how to read, if they ever knew; and they have 
to be taught, and they can be taught, not only 
to read, but to buy books, by advertising. The 
use of tooth-powder has been enormously 
stimulated by advertising, and I am certain that 
a demand for books can be created in the same 
way, but it must be done wisely, systematically, 
and continuously. We are familiar with the 
proverb that “It is the first step that counts.” 
Well, it is not so with advertising: in advertis- 
ing, it is the last; the effect of advertising is 
cumulative. It is the last dollar spent that 
brings results. 

The best advertising skill in the world was 
concentrated a year or two ago on Liberty 
Bonds. Most people did not know what a bond 
was; they had to be taught. 

It is, I think, rather curious that it is only 
recently that the National Association of 
Booksellers has considered advertising in a 
manner designed to increase the demand, not 
for any one special book, but for books in 
general; not for the product of any one pub- 

_lisher on sale at any particular shop, but ad- 
vertising, the object of which is to stimulate 
the habit of buying books—new books, old 
books, in a word, “anything that’s a book.” 
Of course it can be done. It will take time 
and money, but it is well worth doing. 

Let me suggest a slogan—Buy a Book a 
Week. There are millions to whom this slo- 
gan will make no appeal, but there are mil- 
lions who will be attracted by it—or a better 
one; millions who are not accustomed to buy 
books, and who will at first regard the slo- 
gan with amazement and as not intended for 
them. The power of iteration and reitera- 
tion is not yet fully understood: it is worthy 
of, and doubtless has received, the attention 
of the psychologist. Gradually it will be 
made to appear that it is as disgraceful not 
‘to buy a book a week as it is to wear a cel- 
luloid collar. At present it occurs to 
relatively few people to buy books: tell them 
to; keep on telling them to; and after a 
while they will. And when a man is by way 
of forming the habit of buying books and 
reading them, you may tell him why he is 
doing so, and what he should buy, and whence. 

A man must be told flatly, peremptorily, to 
Buy a Book @ Week, and—not at first, but 
after a time—he will do it. Clubs might be 
formed and buttons worn; and long before 
this point is reached, indeed, at the very out- 
set, the whole subject should be turned over 


to the best expert advertising opinion, that 
the matter may be carefully studied. A year 
may well be spent in preparing such a cam- 
paign; as for the money, there should be no 
difficulty: a small fraction of one per cent 
of the total book-sales of the country should 
be levied on every bookseller, wholesale as 
well as retail—from such an important pub- 
lisher as Macmillan in New York to such a 
high, eccentric retailer as George Rigby in 
Philadelphia. This tax should produce such 
a sum as would secure the best advertising 
talent in the country. 

“Buy a Book a Week.” What book? Any 
book—*“The Four Horsemen” or “The Educa- 
tion of Henry Adams,”—and sooner or later we 
shall have a book-buying public, not merely a 
group of scattered individuals, to whem ‘a 
home without books is like a room without 
windows.’ 

There are plenty of proper advertising 
media: of newspapers and magazines, having 
a total circulation of hundreds of millions, 
there is no lack. And I do not despair of 
book-shop windows being made at least as 
attractive as those displaying—what shall I 
say?—men’s hats. Let me expand this idea a 
little, if idea it is. Shop-windows have an 
immense advertising value; too frequently 
they are decorated by the shipping clerk, on a 
principle which I have never clearly under- 
stood. 

Let the campaign of education go forward: 
and let us so carry it on that every he or she 
who reads may run—to the nearest book-shop. 
I am not an advertising agency. The subject 
should be carefully studied by someone of 
special aptitude and training. 





New ‘‘Encyclopedia Britannica”’ 


As a result of the war new editions of all 
the popular dictionaries and encyclopedias are 
in active preparation, says the British Weekly. 
Mr. Hugh Chisholm has a large staff working 
under him for the new edition of the “Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica.” This new edition, the 
twelfth, will consist of twenty-nine volumes of 
the eleventh edition and three supplementary 
volumes uniform with the others in size and 
amount of matter. About 70 per cent. of the 
new matter will be devoted to the war, its 
developments and results, and questions con- 
nected with it, while advances in social, eco- 
nomic and industrial affairs will fill the re- 
maining space. Mr. Chisholm and his. contrib- 
utors say that they are meeting the greatest 
readiness among the officials of the countries 
lately at war, on both sides, to supply informa- 
tion and give access to documents. All this 
material is being subjected to careful investi- 
gation and impartial study.

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Of Profiteering in ‘Poetry 


Walter Jerrold in a recent number of the 
London Sphere states one view of the question 
of anthologies and copyright. 


“There have at times been formulated de- 
mands for the establishing of a system of per- 
petual copyright in regard to literary wares, 
and, but for some recently acquired knowl- 
sedge, I might still be among those who fa- 
vored such. Now, however, I have been 
shown something of the way in which it 
would work. Supposing there had been per- 
petual copyright from the early seventeenth 
century. When William Shakspere died some 
shrewd bookseller of the day—the publisher 
was then in the tadpole stage—would have 
approached the poet’s widow and made her an 
offer of a certain sum for her late husband’s 
works. Smarting under the will-reference to 
the ‘second best bed,’ she might have parted 
with the copyrights for, say, the sum of £100, 
and to-day we might be having to pay to that 
bookseller’s successor, say, half-a-crown a 
line for anything which we wished to quote 
from the writings of Shakspere. (The price 
is not an extravagant surmise; I could cite 
poets of to-day who do not, in the view of 
some readers, excel Shakspere, who charge 
half-a-guinea for a four-line quotation from 
their long-published writings.) 

“If this be doubted by anyone let him (or 
her) start upon the pleasant pastime of pre- 
paring an anthology for publication. I say 
advisedly pleasant pastime, because, regarded 
as a paying proposition, it cannot, editorially, 
be looked upon as serious work. Having hit 
upon the theme on which he wishes to an- 
thologise, having marked down the pieces 
which he remembers, and browsed hither and 
yon among his books for further likely ma- 
terial, and made a list of all that it seems de- 
sirable to him to include, he must then ‘dis- 
cover which of his finds are common prop- 
erty owing to lapsed copyrights, and which 
are still under the private ownership of the 
authors, their heirs, executors, or assigns. 
(And it will, if my information be correct, 
be mainly in the last category that he is like- 
ly to happen upon members of the profiteer- 
ing fraternity.) 

“Our anthologist who has proceeded thus 
far, and sent out a series of polite requests 
to be permitted to use the copyright items he 
has selected will find cordial permission to 
use the work of some of the most distin- 
guished of his living contemporaries; he will 
find writers of very much lesser note giving 
conditional permission on payment of a fee 
that is probably not less than that which they 
received for the original publication; and he 
will find those who, having acquired the 
‘rights’ in the work of a distinguished de- 
ceased author, proceed to fix a market quo- 
tation for any literary quotation from that 
author. 

“Tt is whispered that publishers, in view 
of the growth of the fashion for antho- 
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logies have more or less definitely come to 
an agreement among themselves to ‘put up 
the prices’ to discourage the increase of 
those volumes of selections, presumably 
under the idea that such miscellanies com- 
pete with the sale of complete and collective 
works, They are, of course, well within 
their copy-‘rights’ in the matter, tho the con- 
sequence may be not quite fair to the fame 
of the particular poets whose works have 
been ‘cornered,’ nor to the reading public of 
limited means. It is more than probable, too, 
that the ‘public’ which buys anthologies is 
in the main distinct from that which buys 
complete collected works, and that the latter 
may even be recruited from among the 
former, thanks to the value of anthological 
‘samples.’ 

“The lengthening of the period of copy- 
right a few years ago was regarded as a 
measure of justice to the author; it seems in 
effect but to have put a little longer lease of 
power into the hands of possible publisher 
profiteers. When next the copyright law is 
altered it might be as well so to amend it 
as to forbid a publisher being the owner of 
copyright.” 


W hat Sells a Novel? 
By an English Bookseller 


The Publishers’ Circular recently published 
this interesting column of comment, which 
American dealers will appreciate: 

Most new books being novels, the conditions 
of their profitable handling are of capital im- 
portance to author, publisher and bookseller. 
Good work, in the long run, and other things 
being equal, will always beat bad. Good 
writing, good paper, print and binding, and 
good advertising are the birthday gifts of 
lucky books. The author and publisher make 
the book, but the bookseller, selling it to the 
public, makes the book a success. Let us 
ask and state, mainly from the bookseller’s 
point of view, what further elements promote 
the sale of a new novel. 

The work of the leading novelists of the 
day sells itself. The large continuous sale 
of a new novel by Wells or Conrad is guar- 
anteed by the reputation of the author. The 
papers cannot but review, the public scarcely 
can refuse to buy these books. But such 
novelists and their novels are few. Fiction 
of the second class is dead in three months or 
less, except public interest be stimulated and 
revived by the artifices of modern business. 

The output of fiction is so large that none 
can read more than a few of the new novels 
which are published. Every reader is com- 
pelled to select, and his selection is chiefly 
guided by the notices seen in the press. 
Favorable notice of a book augments the sale, 
but fair criticism does not necessarily diminish 
it. The public does not want literature, it only 
wants what it likes. Straightforward reviews 
which refer novels to certain favored cate- 
gories—such as romance, adventure, detection, 
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the occult, etc.—enable readers to indulge an 
appetite which has grown by what it has fed 
upon. : 

Many people who would be bored by a long 
review read and remember amusing extracts. 
Pithy and witty quotations impress more 
favorably than formal praise, are repeated at 
luncheon and dinner, and lead to that personal 
mention of author and titles which is the most 
flattering and effective recommendation. A 
novel which is discussed over the teacups can- 
not but sell well. 

Novels lacking social prestige may yet be 
boomed by the bookseller’s praise and the 
artful display given to themi in his window 
and on his shelves and stands. What catches 
the eye impresses the mind and often decides 
the choice. This display is to the advantage 
of both book and bookseller, as author and 
publisher should realize. The author should 
be careful to choose.a good title, and the 
publisher a good pictorial wrapper. Many 
wrappers are not attractive. Others, well 
drawn and colored, are irrelevant to the story, 
and create false impressions or raise expecta- 
tions which the story does not fulfil. Designs 
for covers should be submitted to the author, 
and the artist should be encouraged to read 
the story he is engaged to illustrate. John 
Lane deserves mention as one of the pub- 
lishers who issues good wrappers, and those 
on “The \Rough Road,” “The Love of an 
Unknown Soldier,” and “The House of Bal- 
tazar” reach a very high leyel of excellence 
and effectiveness. 

There is an exception which proves all these 
rules. A novel may lack all these advantages 
and yet be an overwhelming success. Let the 
circulating libraries only forbid it to their 
patrons, and the sales will touch a record. 
Everyone must read it; none can borrow it; 
all will buy it. 


On Reading 


The London Athenaeum had in it recently 
apropos of Sir Arthur Quiller-Couch’s “The 
Art of Reading” some very penetrating com- 
ments on the vital relation of reading to 
criticism : 

We must return with all speed from the 
perilous seas of theoretical criticism to the 
calmer waters of reading; but the inevitable 
excursion has st.own that there is really no 
dividing line between them. ‘Reading is read- 
ing only if the question-asking imp is present 
in the background of our consciousness. If 
he is not there, it is merely a device for kill- 
ing time. The art of reading is in fact, the 
art of literary criticism; it depends on our 
preparedness to answer the question whether 
and why the story or poem we are reading 
enlarges our experience, and—thornier ques- 
tion still—why some enlargements of experi- 
ence are more valuable than others. Let us 
admit that the answer depends upon tempera- 
ment; but for any man who has begun to be 
versed in reading as an art some books will 
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be more completely relevant, more “central” 
than others. There is, for instance, the great 
division between books; those which expand 
our experience by simple addition, as it were 
charting a piece of country hitherto blank 
upon our map, romantic stories for all men, 
books of travel for the stay-at-home, rural 
poetry for the town-dweller—books that com- 
municate to us the emotions aroused by ob- 
jects that have never, and may never, come 
within the embrace of our actual senses; and 
there are the books which enlarge our experi- 
ence by endorsing, intensifying, sublimating 
it, books that are the expression of an emo- 
tional attitude towards life as a whole. These 
give to us a measure of the universality tow- 
ards which we instinctively make our stumb- 
ling way; they permanently tinge our re- 
actions to life. The world is never the same 
for us after we have read them. The expan- 
sion of experience which they bring differs in 
kind from the expansion by simple addition. 
The former books add to our experience; the 
latter adds to our very capacity for ex- 
periencing. They crystallize within us some 
tiny adamantine point to which all actual ex- 
perience may be referred, and by which it 
may be instinctively judged. These are the 
books which we, following Matthew Arnold, 
accept as great because they contain “criti- 
cisms of life”; but we interpret the phrase less 
narrowly than Arnold, who understood by it 
hardly more than the magnificent enunciation 
of profound commonplace. In his day the 
novel had not yet been recognized as a fit 
vehicle of impassioned contemplation of life; 
and if anyone had told him that.there was 
“criticism of life’ in Tolstoy’s “Anna Kar- 
enina,” just as in the “Divina Commedia,” he 
would have been bewildered. Nevertheless, 
Arnold was in the right way as few of his 
contemporaries were, and we need not be im- 
patient with him because he could not formu- 
late to himself the truth that the reflection of 
life in the mirror of an individual soul may 
contain a more fundamental criticism of life 
than the gorgeous lines of. Dante that so fas- 
cinated him. 

“Nessun maggtor delore

(There is no greater woe 

Than in the hour of misery to recall 

The happy days of yore.) 





Or THE fifty-odd specimens of books printed 
by Bruce Rogers during his connection with

from Our London Correspondent. 

_. During July 1,424,768 cwts. of paper were 
‘imported into the United Kingdom. In July, 
1913, the amount which came in reached the 
‘total of 1,207,370 cwts. The value of the 
month’s (July) imports amounted to £3,452,- 
‘614, which are remarkable figures when com- 
pared with those of July, 1913, i. e., £706,919. 
The difference between the imports for 1920, 
as compared with those for 1913 is, in cwts. 
217,398, but the difference in figures of value 
amounts to £2,745,605. 

Publishers are well advanced with their fall 
list, as the recent excellent Export Number of 
The Publishers’ Circular gave evidence. The 
P. C., as it is familiarly known thruout the 
trade, is an emporium of information, and I 
doubt if any publisher or bookseller misses it 
each Saturday. Moreover, it is widely read 
among the assistants, too. The editor, R. B. 
Marston, is held in high and affectionate es- 
teem among all, and he has done much in be- 
half of international copyright. 

Swedish mills, which make the paper used 
by the dailies and the evenings, produced some- 
thing like 100,000 tons last year, but it is hoped, 
as a result of bigger enterprise and larger 
plants, to produce 100 per cent more this 
year. 

It is said that over 50 British newspapers 
are buying their paper supplies from Finland. 

Major G. B. Bowes, M.A., has printed in 
pamphlet form his excellent paper on “Educa- 
tion and the Book Trade,” which he read at 
the annual meeting of the Associated Book- 
sellers of Great Britain and Ireland at Cardiff 
in May last. We know he would, indeed, be 
glad to send a copy of it to any bookseller or 
publisher who is interested in this vital mat- 
ter.

There are some pertinent remarks in a re- 
cent issue of The Book Post about publishers’ 
advertising. Most British papers cater to the 
publishers, and they assure the advertiser of 
the excellent results which may be obtained 
as a result of the announcements. Unfor- 
tunately, it is very rarely that a publisher’s 
advertisement is able to be keyed and the re- 
sults tabulated. In ninety-nine cases out of 
one hundred the prospective buyer does not 
write direct to the publisher, but goes his 
way—as he should—to the bookseller, and 
from him makes the purchase. It is possible 
to spend a great deal of money in advertis- 
ing and not sell another copy of the book 
dealt with, but the announcement may have 
been the means of disposing of the whole 
stock in the bookseller’s shops and no more 
copies were ordered. How far should a pub- 
lisher follow such a line of action? The 
bookseller says “always,” but the publisher 
might reasonably say that the bookseller 
ought to play a part in disposing of his stock, 
and if, as a result of a special advertising 
campaign on the publisher’s part, the stock is 
lifted, well, then, the bookseller should lay in 
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fresh supplies. . But the whole business of 
advertising is fraught with shrewdly hidden 
pitfalls, and it behooves careful examination of 
the ground before the orders are lavishly 
placed. Fortunes have been wasted this way, 
and great schemes and promising ones seri- 
ously jeopardized and sometimes ruined. The 
plans must be based upon experience, shrewd- 
ness, vision and instinct, plus a large measure 
of sound judgment, without which no adver- 
tising will be successful. Trade papers must 
be supported, and the displays should be offi- 
cial and certainly distinctive. Then, such 
journals as the London Times Literary Sup- 
plement and the book review of the New 
York Times and similar journals should be 
regularly used. After these, special plans 
must be dealt with, as the immediate scheme 
requires. Unless the man is a genius, the ad- 
vertising of books should be carefully dis- 
cussed by the heads of all departments, for it 
can easily be the most spendthrift department 
of a publishing business, and it can very well 
be the most money-getting department. But 
there are other directions of advertising be- 
sides taking space in journals, by which books 
may be sold—as a well organized publishing 
house knows. But that’s its own secret. This 
is what the Book Post says about the Pus- 
LISHERS’ WEEKLY: 


“A study of the advertising pages of our 
contemporary,. the PuBLisHerRs’ WEEKLY of 
America, shows a striking difference in ad- 
vertising methods. . Because it is possible 
that in the wording and display of advertise- 
ments lies the solution of the English prob- 
lem, we devote a paragraph or two to exam- 
ine the method of the American publisher 
as it is exemplified in a trade paper. 

“In the first place, the American: publisher 
believes he is addressing a keen bookseller; 
and he addresses him not as a class but as 
an individual—‘Do you realise the huge pub- 
lic that is waiting for this book? And do 
you want to get your share of the business?” 
is a typical but feeble imitation of the 
‘punch’—their own expressive word—that 
the American publisher puts into his adver- 
tising of books in a journal meant for book- 
sellers only. The publicity man in an Amer- 
ican publisher’s treats books with no more re- 
serve than he would treat soft goods. He 
believes in the hypnotising effect of words, 
and oft-repeated ‘punch,’ and he gets there.” 





Dr. WILFRED GRENFELL has just arrived in 
this country.

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English Commendation of Advertising 
Campaign 

Grant Richards the London publisher has 
written this interesting letter to the London 
Times. It may have the boomerang power 
to stimulate American publishers and book- 
sellers to keep the lead. 

“T suggested recently, some of your read- 
ers may remember, that the habit of reading 
and buying books might be greatly fostered 
in England if the publishers would get to- 
gether and subscribe to a fund to pay for a 
week or two of intensive advertising of 
books in the coming autumn. Such advertis- 
ing as I had in mind would not deal with the 
production of any one house, nor would it 
name any particular book; it would aim at 
attracting the very large public which is 
willing to spend money on almost any- 
thing rather than on books. Publishers and 
authors have written to me in support of 
my suggestion; and I see that to some extent 
it is the subject of a long article “For Im- 
proving the Book Trade,” in the Publishers’ 
Circular of August 14. If anything is to be 
done the work should be put in hand at once; 
November would be the best time for the 
advertisements to appear, and arrangements 
to that end would have to be made some 
considerable time before-hand. I am sure, 
however, that no such campaign would be 
of the slightest use unless it were entered on 
whole-heartedly and in a large way. The 
spending of a few hundred pounds would be 
comparatively useless. 

“IT am moved to write to you now not only 
as a result of letters that I have received, but 
because B. W. Matz, editor of the Dicken- 
sian, a man in authority in the book-trade, 
has sent me an article from the New York 
Times Book Review of August I which shows 
that the American publishers have forestalled 
in detail my idea; that they have already 
started just such a campaign as I have sug- 
gested for Great Britain; and that they have 
inaugurated ‘an advertising campaign involv- 
ing the expenditure of $100,000 to carry the 
appeal: Buy more books; give more books; 
read more books to the American people.’ All 
this is to be done— 


without reference in a single line of copy to the 
title of a book or the name of a publisher... 
The book business is reaching out for the man who 
has never really known the pleasures that live 
within cloth covers, and what it wants to sell him 
is really not a commodity, not a service, but the 
most joyous of habits. 


“Tt seems that all the important American 
publishers are behind this movement and that 
they are acting thru a committee of publish- 
ers, booksellers, and trade journalists. Their 
argument is the argument I have myself ad- 
vanced :— 


People who have money to spend on the theatre, 
on the movies, on sports and entertainments of 
a dozen varieties, have no money to spend on 
books, and the only explanation that can be given 
is that it simply never occurs to them to buy books, 


“The advertisements, I gather, will ask for 
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the co-operation of the man who has already 
learned the habit of reading and buying. 

So Mr. Bookworm, when the good word starts 
going the rounds, don’t say, ‘That doesn’t mean 
me—I have always bought and read books.’ But 
go after your neighbour across the street, who never 
read a book since he came out of high school, except 
an automobile hand-book—and only read that when 
his car broke down ten miles out of town—and in- 
ject the subtle virus of suggestion into his system 
by asking, ‘By the way, what books have you 
bought lately.’ For people get tired of tending a 
thin white flame after a while. In the book busi- 
ness, it’s about time for a conflagration. 

“Now, as I have said, I did not know of this 
campaign in America; but obviously that 
very hard-headed set of business men, Amer- 
ican publishers, would never have got started 
on it, would never have decided to lay out 
as much as $100,000, unless they had worked 
out to their own satisfaction the likely results. 
If it is worth the while of the Americans to 
plan this thing, it is certainly worth ours. We 
have, I think, in proportion many more practis- 
ing booksellers; the distances are not so great; 
book-shops are more generally accessible. I 
am sure that if it were approached from the 
proper quarters the American committee would 
be glad to furnish full details of its scheme, 
which need not be adopted as a whole but 
could be modified to suit our own conditions. 
And this, as they would say on-the other side, 
is the time to get busy. With deference, I 
suggest that the whole thing is worth the 
immediate consideration of the officers of the 
Publishers’ A’ssociation.

the book out in a new edition. The original 
American edition was soon exhausted, and 
the war drew public interest so intently to 
other things that the volume remained out of 
print until now.

The 
illustrations are carefully chosen and fre- 
quently consist of original copper plate im- 
pressions. Illustrated articles already in hand 
include “The Bookplates of Frank Brangwyn,” 
by Major Haldane McFall; “The Bookplates 
of Sidney L. Smith,” by Gardner Teall; and 
“The Bookplates of Haldane McFall,” by W. 
G. Blaikie-Murdoch. 


Thirty-four members have now been pub- 
lished in Heartman’s Historical Series and of 
these only eight are now in print. A com- 
plete set is now worth two or three times the 
original price of issue. So eminent an author- 
ity as Wilberforce Eames of the New York 
Public Library states that this series takes 
rank and importance with the publications of 
the best book clubs and historical societies 
in this country. 


Three documents of great historical interest 
regarding the Pilgrim Fathers have recently 
been discovered by A. Eekhof, D.D., pro- 
fessor in Leyden University, and will soon be 
accessible to American scholars thru Martinus 
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Nijhoff, a publisher of the Hague. The first 
bears the autograph of John Robinson, whose 
signature until now has been wholly unknown. 
This document is of undoubted authenticity as 
it bears the signatures of Thomas Brewer and 
William Jepson. The second document con- 
tains the signature of William Bradford, the 
historian of the Plymouth Colony and its later 
governor. It was drawn up in the very last 
days before his departure from Leyden to 
Delfshaven, from whence, as is well-known, 
he took passage in the “Speedwell” and from 
there sailed in the “Mayflower” to New Eng- 
land. The third document is the last will and 
testament of Bridget Robinson, widow of John 
Robinson, and is of great historical import- 
ance as it gives a number of facts about her 
children who were still living in 1643. 


The recent sale of the great collection of 
works of George Cruikshank, made by Albert 
M. Cohn, compiler of the bibliography of the 
great illustrator, at Sotheby’s, in London, 
brought low prices compared with the prices 
realized in recent years in this country. Had 
the collection been sold in New York it would 
undoubtedly have brought much more. Some 
of the prices will be of interest to Cruikshank 
collectors. For instance, J. Adshead’s “Prisons 
and Prisoners,” large paper copy with a 
presentation inscription by the author brought 
only £1. The first copy since the Douglas sale 
of “Aladdin, or the Wonderful Lamp” with 
a folding colored frontispiece in three sections 
by Cruikshank and an inserted title-page of 
the second issue of 1821 went for £3 10s. 
The thirteen volumes of the “Annals of 
Sporting and Fancy Gazette,” uncut, and a 
fine copy, 1822-28, had inserted in Vol. V a 
proof on India paper of an unpublished title 
by Robert Cruikshank and in Vol. II a proof 
on India paper of “A Cornish Wrestling 
Scene” by George Cruikshank, brought £08. 
The only copy known of “Bailey’s New Song 
Book for the Present Year,’ with a colored 
folding frontispiece, “The Lawyer’s Last 
Circuit,” 1816, brought £3. The work was 
unknown to bibliographers of Cruikshank but 
was identified by the original drawing which 
was in the Gough-Borden collection. The 
scarcest of all of M. H. Barker’s works illus- 
trated by Cruikshank is “Topsail Sheel- 
blocks,” 1838, formerly owned by the author’s 
grandson and containing a pencil sketch of the 
author by the illustrator fetched £4 5s. 
Beren’s “Qhristmas Stories,” 1823, in uncut 
condition brought £10 10s. This work is rare 
in uncut state. The Douglas copy, and the 
only perfect one known, of  Brisson’s 
“Travels in Arabia,” with colored frontis- 
piece, brought £2 15s. Brough’s “Life of 
Sir _John Falstaff,” 1857, with the twenty 
etchings by Cruikshank in the original en- 
velope, a rare state, brought £7 10s. “Capu- 
let and Montague,” 1823, of which no copy

has appeared since the Douglas sale, with 
the colored frontispiece, brought £6 5s. The 
first issue of the first edition of Carey’s “Life 
in Paris,” large paper, in original blue boards, 
with the twenty-one colored plates, and the 
rare leaf of “Directions to the binder” at end 
realized £31. The first edition of “The Loyal 
Investigation and Radical Non. Mi Rirordo,” 
1820, containing an autograph letter from 
Alderman Whood transmitting an autograph 
of Queen Caroline, and with the etched front- 
ispiece, “A Funeral Pyre,” went for eighteen 
shillings. These prices will give the collector 
some idea of the general trend. Had these 
books brought such prices in New York the 
sale would have been regarded as a disap- 
pointment.

An Ideal Bookshop 


An ideal bookshop, as conceived by an English 
bookseller, was described in an August number 
of The Publisher's Circular. 

“The worth of nations is not measured by 
the counting of heads, nor that of bookshops 
by the enumeration of volumes. Small nations 
have often been great nations in the true sense 
of producing great men, good laws, and the arts 
of war and peace; and the small bookshop, 
equally with the big one, achieves greatness, not 
by the frontage, the floor space or the cubic 
content of its premises, but by the variety and 
the value of the work which it does. The 
fame of a bookshop lies in the esteem of its 
patrons. That which its patrons esteem and 
love beyond the uses and services of every 
day, that bookshop is great. 

“How is the Great Bookshop founded and 
maintained? It is founded and maintained by 
the personality of the bookseller. He plans 
and extends its work. He makes it indispens- 
able. Urbane, well-informed and informative, 
he gains the confidence of his customers, and 
creates the pleasant atmosphere of the place. 
He encourages them to regard his shop as a 
bureau of information and reference. He per- 
suades them to make their books their hobby. 
He serves the buyer who knows what he wants, 
and he guides the taste of the buyer who does 
not. He stocks the books which are in general 
demand: knows the repute of those which are 
new; and receives and gives intelligence about 
those which are forthcoming; and at the same 
time he develops. without neglecting the sale of 
current and standard books, the other branches 
of his business which are less obvious and 
more profitable.” 





American Notes 


E. V. Lucas in his London letter in the Post 
Literary Review, gives us some charming bits 
of literary gossip the result of his observations 
of London upon his return from America. 


_“I find that among the young the principal 
literary activity of the day is in verse. The 
Potery Book Shop, of Theobald’s Row, and two 
establishments in the Charing Cross Road, are 
congested by youthful singers, mostly rebellious 
and investigatory, and many of them too much 
realists to care about being melodists. 

“Some idea of our wealth in poetry will be 
gathered when I say that a census of poets of 
the day just issued by the Chapbook, which is 
one of the numerous periodicals devoted to the 
Muse, enumerates over a thousand who have 
published books of verse between 1912 and 
the present year. 

“If all the stories that one hears of Jesse 
Lasky, and the allurements which he put forth 
on his recent visit to London, are true, we shall 
be getting no work from our most popular 
novelists for a long while. For all are busily 
constructing scenarios for that enterprising 
cinema king; and all are to pay ceremonial 
visits to Los Angeles to watch their plots take 
shape under the producer’s hand. Such is the 
rumor, and in some cases I know that truth has 
been spoken. Mr. Bennett, for example, who is 
always creatively, interested in new manifesta- 
tions of art, is at the moment hard at work 
endeavoring to conquer still another medium. 

“It is true that Sir James Barrie’s plays are 
also printed; but who reads plays? As a mat- 
ter of fact, America does, or at any rate Amer- 
ica buys plays, in great numbers, presumably 
intent upon reading them.”
